THE PREVAILING TOPIC. 


The reports and comments of thc San 


Francisco press of late, upou tho future 
water supply of that city, ere of general 
as well as special importance. At least, 
all of Central California is more or less 
nterested in the future water supply of 
he metropolis. 


In the first place, the city is to a cev- 


ain extent in tho condition of the boy 
after the weasel -has got iu have it. 
^his makes it n matter of immediate nnd 
momentous concern to the actual resi- 
lents and taxpayers of thc city; a mat- 
er of very great interest to the schemers 
nd capitalists generally, anil lastly, the 
>eople who own water rights, lands, etc., 
which to a certain extant involves the 
State as well as various county govern- 
ments. It is altogether a comprehensive 
and complex question, and naturally 
alculated to elicit the greatest possible 
•ariety of opinion. For instance, a day 
ir two ago it looked to n man up 


i tree, as though the Calaveras val- 
ey scheme stood tho best chance of 
nccess, but this has not only brought 
down on its head the probable interposi- 
ion of tho government of Santa Clara 
ountr, but that of the powers under thc 
earth. One opponent of this enterprise 
hreatens it with an earthquake, and 
vhat with el temblor and the consequent 
ush of waters from the bursting reser- 
•oir, we are quite willing to dismiss all 
arther consideration of the Calaveras 
valley schsme, except that it involves 
the same principle of water supply ns 
that of the new dam of Chabot, just 
above San Lcandro, only on a larger 
scale. Calaveras valley is partly in Ala- 
meda county, and the outlet of the pro- 
posed reservoir is quite iu Alameila. so 
that we are alscr not the leant interested 
altogether. 


But laying this sort of remark aside, 


it looks to us, that there are only two 
ways about the future supply of San 
Francisco, one of which would directly 
concern Oakland as well. First, let the 
people on the peninsula, or ''wrong side 
of the bay," gather the waters of the 
peninsula into a common basiu and 


IT is only whcu an accident or death

douts, who don't want tilth- 
idcwalk,

than possible. Iu short, the average 
merchant or tradesman wants, his neigh- 
bor to have all the hitchiug-pobt hono 
Moreover, there are no two towns or 
cities that agree in any police regula- 
tions respecting the movements of ve- 
hicles or management of horses in (he 
streets, and perhaps about the bf st rule 
is for everybody to look out for them- 
selves. If tho police should discover a 
teamster or a person oil horseback, de- 
liberately and with malice aforethought, 
racing through ft crowded street, it would 
•eem to be their duty to arrest that of- 
fender and make nu exampl" of him or 
her. Paris is pointed to us as the best 
managed city in the world, nnd fast 
driving is the rule. If any uiio gets run 
over and killed, suit is brought against 
the corpse, or surviving relatives, if any, 
for damages for obstructing the street. 
Altogether, wo ore inclined to dismiss 
the whole subject; to discuss it at all ap- 
pears like vanity mid vexation. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 23.—The steam- 


boats Exporter, John Kyle, and (.'hartea 
Hodman were burned to-day at the foot 
of Poydras street. The lire originated 
iu the'blacksrm'th shop of tho Kyle, and 
spread with snch rapidity that the c»bin 
was in flames in less than five minutes 
after the alarm. She was cut loose and 
drifted up stream, there being an eddy 
at the spot where she was lying. The 
Exporter nnd Hodman were also cut loose, 
aud tho burning vessel drifted against 
the Exporter, setting her ou fire. The 
people on board seeing no other refuge 
lumped ou board tho Madman, which a 
moment later also caught fire, and was 
soon enveloped in flames, and the three 
burning boats drifted into the current. 
The people on board tho last two jump- 
ed overboard, and though some were 
saved, the larger part, it is believed were 
lost.
